Exeter has received the deciaion o! 
Referee David A. Taggar' of Manchas- 
teron on the action brought aguinst 
Captain Wil'iam H. Jacques by Mrs 
Lucy Hale, -which canio tip for a hear- 
ing at the April teriu of the supreme 
court. On account of the prominence 
of the parties involved, Captain Jacqner 
having married the sister of Senator 
William Chandler, extraordinary in 
terest was manifosted in the action, and 
Mr. Taggart's findings were awaited 
with much eagerness. 


The cause of the trouble between 


Captain Jacques and Mrs. Halo was o 
dispute over the 
beautiful 
summer 


homo of the family ut Little Boar': 
Head, which was kronu 03 "Miramar ' 
The residence was erected by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hale Jacqutx, daughter cf 
the plaintiff and the wife of th.3 defend 
ant at a cost of over 83000. Later, dar 
ing Mrs. Jacques' life, the defendant 
purchased a contuderablo lot of land in 
tbo rear of his property, aud upon it 
erected a modern stable at a large ex- 
pense. 
The title of the land thus 


bought was tdk«n in Mrs, Jacque's 
name. 
At the time of the purchase ol 


the second lot, "Miramar" was re 
modeled at an expense of about 812,000, 
one-half of the sum being contributed 
by Mr, Jacques, and the remainder by 
his wife. The defendant and lua wife 
spent theii bummcrc at Little BuiaiV 
Head, and with them resided Mis 
Hale, who had one room s>cl apart f < r 
her own use. Moht of the furnishings 
belonged to Captain Jacqi'cs, alshongl 
a small proportion was owned by his 
his wife. 


On April 2, 1805, Mrs. Jacques died, 


and after her de-coated the defendant 
made "Miram ir" his home. In her will 
Mrs. Jacques bequeathed the propertj 
jointly to her husband and her mother, 
aud at the death of the latter it was to 
be devised to Mr. Jacques, 
A year 


later the defendant waived tbo provis 
ions-of tho wi1! aud filud hie petition to 
this effect with tho judge of probate foi 
Kockmgham cuuuly, and the petition in 
now pending in this court. About tho 
eanie time difference begun to nriso be- 
tween the plaintiff :'ud the defendant, 
which increased in number and intenbi- 
ty until the relations between tho parties 
at the present time are so strained as to 
have become irreconcilable. 


Keferee Taggurt was instructed to 


find whether the property was capable 
of a division without inconvenience to 
the parties, and if not, whether a sale 
would do justice to the principals. 


On the first question he decided that 


a division could not be made without 
great prejudice and inconvenience to 
b3th sides. On the second he was of 
the opinion that a sale would do justice. 
The plaintiff's counsel at the hearing 
contended that the best disposition of 
the property would bo a decree order- 
ng the alternate exclusive occupation 
>y the respective paities. Mr. Tuggast 
'oaud that an order of this nattire 
would do great injustice and should not 
)e made.

acquainted with Gates, and know tbat 
be was alive and well in August, 1894, 
and living in Arizona under the name 
of George Dorsey. If you will write to 
Moimhau & Murphy, who run a gen- 
eral store In Needles, Gal., they will 
remember him, for we were mining 
and prospecting partners, and often 
bought supplies from them, ff 1 can 
be of service In the case I will give 
you all tlie information I can. Yours

The Gates cage i» peculiar. Gilbert 


Gates is supposed to have been mur- 
dered twenty-eight years ago by Alex- 
ander Jester, with whom he was 
travelling in a "praire schooner" frdtn 
southwest Missouri to St. Louis. Tlie 
object of the murder w.a.s supposed to 
be robbery. 
John W. Gates, brother of the al- 


leged victim, is prenident of the Ameri- 
can Steel Company. In a Chicago 
cemetery he erected a monument to 
his brother which set forth that the 
latter had been murdered by a sup- 
posed friend.

type; and so well did she carry out her 
plan, that the type then cast has come 
down to the present day practically un- 
impaired. . 


Each type was built on the principle 


of the arch, being cylindrically concave 
on the under side. The purpose of this 
was to secure a firmer hold upon the 
bed of beeswax wnich constituted the 
"form," technically so called. A; shal- 
low tray was filled with wax, and the 
type, after being firmly imbedded in it, 
were "planed" In the ordinary manner.

SUMMER TOURISTS SHOULD IT FAIL 


TO YISIT TBE 


MOBJB ABOUT THE 
"KISSING 


.BUG." 


The Manchester Union lias at last 


taken a tumble to tbe fake stuff about 
the "kissing bug," as the following 
shows: "Probably what is tbe nearett 
approach, to what is popularly known as 
the "kissing bug," was brought into 
Tbe Union office last evening, It teas 
caught on Arlington street yesterday, 
and has been examined by a local scien- 
tist, and its species determined. While 
it does not resemble in ferocity the ap- 
pearance of the pictures of the "kissing 
bog', which have been heralded far ai,d 
wide, it is quite a formidable looking 
insect. 


The specimen is commonly known as 


the "assassin bug." It is a true bug, 
as it is provided with a betk, and not 
jaws. Its custom is to live on the juices 
of other insects, and it is not improba- 
ble that in rare cases it might attempt 
to suck the blood of a human being, al- 
though those conversant with the habits 
of the bng state that no such effects 
would be fell by a human being as have 
been published, unless, through con 
lamination with some infected matter' 
the bite of the bug might re silt in blood 
poisoning, and thus cause the swelling 
and other serious effects. 


As a rule, however, scientific people 


take no stock in the so-called "kissing 
bug" no authenticated cases of an actual 
bite ty one of them having been brought 
forward. A fly bite has bean known to 
result seriously when the fly has carried 
germs from some infected source. Tbe 
"assassin bug" is a pugnacious looking 
insect, however, and wages wir on all 
other insects whose bodies carry juices. 
The specimen brongh to The Union 
office wtts about three-quarters of an 
inch long, possessed wings, and an 
ugly-looking head bahmd a threating 
beak. 


Still people persist in finding speci" 


mens of this fake bus: which never has 
existed. Bead this, from Nashua: "It 
is stated that A. Burelle of this city 
found and killed a kissing bug Wednes- 
day evening. He found the animal at 
a restaurant on Canal street, where it 
had crawled through a whole in the 
fcreen. The bug Jtalhed with the de- 
scriptions published in the papers."
